and that, is what we should want. 
It is 


unfortunate that we cannot have such an 
investigation, because the consequences of 
the use of the information which will be 
brought back to this country, as it may af- 
fect our own government and our social 
policies for years to come, will be consid- 
erable. 


MEXICO AND A LITTLE HISTORY 


Strange things arc done in the nanie^ of 


politics. 
Party government is the most 


satisfactory method of administering the 
affairs of a' democratic nation that has 
yet been devised. With its good there is 
necessarily some evil. 
One of the evils 


is the extreme to which partisanship goes 
in its effort to discredit those with whom 
it disagrees. Many able and patriotic 
men in public service have been assailed 
in a vicious and unfair manner by politi- 
cians of standing in order to .gain political 
advantage. 
They have done this even 


when candor and honesty would have 
compelled them to follow identically the 
same course under like circumstances. 


"VTe have in mind the Mexican policy 


of this government. 
When Mr. Wilson 


was president he adopted the principle 
that recognition would not be given to any 
dcfacto government whose power rested 
on assassination and which was not in a 
position to fulfill its international obliga- 
tions. He was denounced by Republican 
politicians and by diplomatists who sym- 
pathized with the large financial and in- 
dustrial interests of the United States 
having investments in Mexico. Both of 
these elements, which in reality were one. 
demanded recognition of Huerta. either 
that or armed intervention. Mr. Wilson's 
policy of "watchful waiting" was held 
up to excessive ridicule. 
This was the 


propaganda of moneyed interests that 
wanted protection in Mexico when it was 
apparent that it could be given only by a 
declaration of war upon Mexico, or by 
recognition of a murderous government 
,and the giving of financial and perhaps 
military assistance to it to enforce a dic- 
tatorship. Mr. Wilson held to his course 
and refused to be moved. This attitude 
was the basis of one of the chief attacks 
made upon ,him by his opponents. 


We are going on the third year of a 


Republican administration, and what is 
its policy on the Mexican question? Does 
it differ in any sense or manner from that 
of the preceding administration? It most 
certainly does not. On the contrary Mr. 
Harding and Mr. Hughes have both fol- 
lowed in the footsteps of their predeces- 
sor in dealing with Mexico. 
President 


Obregon has a far better title to the of- 
fice he occupies than did Huerta, and 
quite as good-title as old man Carranza. 
•Yet Mr. Obregon is still waiting for rec- 
ognition by the government at Washing- 
ton. 


Jhis is not said in criticism of the pres- 


ent administration. Undoubtedly its poli- 
cy is the correct one. It is cited in its 
relation to irresponsible attacks made 
upon presidents and their administrations 
by leaders of the opposing political par- 
ty. In spite of all the Republican denun- 
ciation of Mr. Wilson the party has been 
compelled to hold to his Mexican policy 
to the letter. 
Attention to the fact is 


renewed by the recent assassination of 
Villa, the Mexican bandit who figured so 
much in the act and policies of the Wil- 
son administration. The truth is that in 
international affairs one administration is 
very likely to do about the same as an- 
other, provided only it is governed by 
moral considerations.

WHO MUST HAVE MILK? 


The fad of using: elofcane or shibboleths more or 


less epngrammatic in character for propaganda 
amounts to a mania these days. People have been 
bored into a state of imprevlosity by the ceaseless 
and senseless repetition of "safety first." "watch 
your step." "courtesy." "eat more" this and that. 


Take milk—take not less than a. pint a, day for 


each minor in the family, 'if you can get pure fresh 
undoctored raw. milk in your neighborhood. Clean 
fresh milk, or quickly eoured milk, is perhaps the 
onlv natural food which approaches the ideal as a 
complete or perfect food for man. 
Pure milk is 


ideal for young children. It Is the health beverage 
for all children under the ag«-of 16 years. It is 
the health and beauty food if any food can be rea- 
sonably so described, for youths. While it may be 
possible to raise a child without fresh milk, even 
0 grow a strong, healthy youth without the use of 
Yesh milk, it is certainly a difficult and trying prob- 
em. Every child ought to have" about a o.uart of 
fresh milk daily. Every youth ought to have at 
east a pint daily. But milk i6 not at all necessary 
for adults. 


Adults may. if they wish, use condensed milk, 


canned milk, and the various manufactured or arti- 
icia! products which are available as substitutes 
!or fresh raw milk. It is of no great importance 
n the 'case of adults, for they have attained their 
growth and they may readily obtain from other 
terns of the diet the elements which are present in 
milk. Minors scarcely can do so, and therefore.I 
say take never less than a pint'of milk 'or each 
minor meraeber of the family, for health's sake. 


In this country Professor McGollum' has been one 


of the most ardent and influential supportf-rs of the 
rade slogan. "Drink More Milk." and McCollum's 
dictum. I believe, is that every one requires a quart 
of milk a day. But here the Danish nutrition ex- 
cert. Hindhede. takes issue with McCollum and says: 
1 consider milk a grfbd article of food, but I do 
not believe it is necessary for adults. \Vhen Mc- 
Collum places milk higher than vegetables as 'pro- 
ective food' one may be certain that he experiment- 
ed witsi pigs and rats. Especially' regarding the 
question of protein. I do not thinly it is permissable 
to draw conclusions from pigs and rats to men " 
Hindhede bases his teachings' upon 
experiments 


made upon men with .various diets. His "belief that 
some of our modern American ideas about human 
nutrition are untenable or wrong, because they are 
sased upon experiments upon other animals that 
man, at least merits thoughful consideration. Mc- 
Collum is a nutrition expert of the. highest standing 
and his views command our respect? "yet it seems 
'o me Hindhede just shades him here.

Paris—What is regarded - here as 


one of the most Interesting and valu- 
able results of modern -studies in as- 
tronomy is nearing completion in the 
Paris Observatory after 36 years of 
pains-taking labor. It is a new map of 
the heavens and catalogue 
of 
the 


Mars. 
The compilation shows that 


there are approximately 300.000.000 
heavenly bodies visible through the 
powerful telescope. 


Photographing the heavens was a 


plan first developed by the Paris Ob- 
EOrvatory. and its then director. Ad- 
miral Mouchez. was called here in 
1SS7 
to an International congress of 


as-tronomers which decided to map the 
heavens. There were IS nations, in- 
cluding Mexico. Chile, and tthe repub- 
lics of Argentine and Brazil, which 
agreed to_contribute to this work. 


The heavens were subdivided, with 


four French observatories taking the 
central zones of the heavens. 


Ten thousand leaves of the photo- 


graphic map contain stars to the'four- 
teenth magnitude, where of there are 
above 20 millions.' Stars to the sixth 
magnitude' may be seen 
with the 


naked eyje,,&nA above that, telescopes 
aid other aids are needed. 


. In reality, it is 'explained, the nuro: 
»r of stars appear to be infinite. As 


huge lenses are constructed, each in- 
crease in size of the lenze reveals a 
arger number of stars. 


A few years ago the number of stars 


was set at approximately one hundred 
millions. Now that number has been 
trebled, and as the explorers of new 
worlds,In the universe progress' i 
their studies, the light of which reach 
es the eye of the explorer after year 
of travel, so distant are these bodies. 


Mapping the heavens was a. task no 


undertaken by astronomers prevlou 
to 1SS7. and before the work could be 
started, it was necessary to agree on 
plans concerning the size of the photo 
graphs and means of measurements 
The majority of astronomers of th 
world used their ingenuity and learn 
ing in the task.
